Clergymen Who Back ‘Mercy 
Killing’ A Small Minority, 
New York Priest Declares 


New York—(NC)—Even though the backers of euthana- 
sia—“mercy killing”’—have recruited 379 Protestant and 
Jewish ministers to support their stand, it‘is an “absolutely 
false concept” that these “ministers represent the common 
opinion of non-Catholic clergymen. 

This was stated here by a New York archdiocesan offi- 


cial, Msgr. Robert E. McCormick,‘ 
in commenting on a recent peti- 
tion by the Euthanasia Society af 
America again asking the New 
York State Legislature to legalize 
voluntary euthanasia, 


“Legalized voluntary euthana- 
sia,” Monsignor McCormick pointed 
out, “has been condemned as being 
opposed to the moral law and to 

ristian ethics, not orfly by indi- 
vidual non-Catholic clergymen, but 
also by the American Council of 
Christian Churches, which repre- 
sents at least 3,000 congregations 
of Protestant churches.” j 


The clergymen who signed the 
Euthanasia’ Society’s petition, he 
said, “should explain to the public 
on just what kind of ethics, con- 
cepts and practices of religion they 
justify the legalization of volun- 
tary euthanasia.” 

In particular, he indicated, they 
should’explain how they can align 
their position with the Fifth Com-. 
mandment and with “the very first 
law of nature, which everyone 
knows is self-preservation.” : 


Monsigner: McCormick said that 
the effort toward making euthana- 
sia lawful is actually an attempt 
to “legalize a suicide-murder pact.”

Laetare, Sunday 
Collection To Aid 
Displaced Persons 


Archbishop McNicholas 
Asks Cooperation 
Of Entire Hierarchy 


Washington —(NC)— The 1949 
campaign of the United States 
Bishops for $5,000,000 to aid the 
hungry and needy people of war- 
ruined lands will be conducted in 
Catholic churches throughout the 
nation beginning on Laetare Sun- 
day, March 27, it has been an- 
nounced by Archbishop John T. 
MeNicholas, O.P., of Cincinnati, 
chairman of the Administrative 
Board of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference. 


In a letter to each member of 
the Hierarchy of the country, 
Archbishop McNicholas_ recalled 
that “hundreds of thousands of 
persons would have been utterly 
hopeless and thousands would have 
died” without the aid extended by 
American Catholics through their 
Bishops and dispensed in the name 
of His Holiness Pope Pius XII. 


The Archbishop also announced 
that another children’s collection 
during Lent will be conducted in 
Catholic schools throughout the 
country from March 2 to April 17. 


His letter stated that the 1949 
campaign also will aid the pro- 
gram for the resettlement of dis- 
placed persons, “which can mean 
so much to the Church” and “im- 
poses a tremendous responsibility.” 


In his letter to the Hierarchy, 
Archbishop MecNicholas expressed 
the appreciation of the N.C.W.C. 
Administrative Board members, 
who also are the directors of War 
Relief Services—National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, for their gen- 
erous response to campaigns in the 
past. He said that although the 
1948 campaign = fell $2,000,000 
short of the total achieved in 1947, 
“it was nevertheless a munificent 
gift to the hungry, starving, sick 
and homeless people of many coun- 
tries, who are the victims of war.” 

He stated that the Bishops at 
their general meeting in Washing- 
ton last November had approved 


the 1949 campaign and set the 
goal “of at least $5,000,000.” He 
added that the date acceptable to 
most of the Bishops for the cam- 
paign is Laetare Sunday, March 2°. 


“Our relief collection for 1949,” 
the Archbishop wrote, “will enable 
your Administrative Board and 
War Relief Services to continue 
the work ot charity and to care 
for the Committee for Refugees. 
The program we have for displaced 
persons, which can mean so much 
to the Chureca, imposes a tremen- 
dous responsibility.”

According to news from Hun- 
gary, the arrest of the Primate 
followed a number of last-minute 
moves apparently aimed at bring- 
ing about a peaceful solution of 
the problem caused by the steady 
deterioration of State-Church re- 
lations in Hungary. These moves 
can be summed up as follows: 


(1) On December 16, all Hun-

The statement pointed out that the 
Cardinal, in 1945 and 1946, at the 
direct request of the government, 
had taken up the question of re- 
suming diplomatic relations be- 
tween Hungary and the Holy See 
and that the government had 
thanked him in writing for his 
efforts. whose failure was the fault 
of neither the Primate nor the Holy 
See. 


Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—The 
Holy See has pronounced an ex- 
communication reserved in a spe- 
cial manner to the Holy See on 
all who took part in the arrest of 
His Eminence Josef Cardinal 
Mindszenty, Primate of Hungary. 

The action was taken in a dec- 
laration issued by the Sacred Con- 
sistorial Congregation. It was 
signed by His Eminence Adeodato 
Giovanni Cardinal Piazza, Patri- 
arch of Venice and recently ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Congre- 
gation. 


In pronouncing its sanctions the 
Sacred Congregation referred to 
two canons of Church law: Canon 
2443 which stipulates penalties for 
those who “lay violent hands” on 
the person of a Cardinal, and Can- 
on 2334 which places an excom- 
munication reserved to the Holy 
See on those who impede the ex- 
ercise of Church’s jurisdiction. The 
excommunication pronounced 
against those who arrested Cardi- 
nal Mindszenty is of the highest 
type and carries with it what is 
called “the infamy of the law.” 


The text of the Sacred Congre- 
gation’s declaration follows: 

“Since recently some have dared 
sacrilegiously to lay violent hands 
on His Eminence Joseph Cardinal 
Mindszenty, Cardinal of the Holy 
Roman Church and Archbishop of 
Esztergom, and to impede the ex- 
ercise of his ecclesiastical juris- 
diction, the Sacred Consistorial 
Congregation declares that all 
those who have committed the 
aforementioned crimes have in- 
curred excommunication reserved 
to the Holy See ‘speciali modo’ and 
‘infamia juris’ according to the 
norms of canon 2443. paragraph 2, 
and 2334, number 2 of the Code 
of Canon Law.”

The imperfections are important | 
and no opportunity to remedy 
them should be lost. However, 
they should not be. allowed to| 
overshadow the worth of what is) 
good in the document. 


One of the unique features of 


this document is that it is the 
first broadly international acclam- 
ation of the rights of man. The 
Inter-American Bill of Rights and 
Duties of Man was adopted last 
spring at Bogota by peoples with 
similar religions, traditions and 
cultures, representing one region 
of the world. The Universal De- 
claration was adopted by peoples 
from all over the world represent- 
ing greatly different cultures, 
traditions and religions. 


It is of unquestionable value 
that agreement ‘on such basic 
principles concerning the human 
person could be reached under 
these circumstances. It is because 
of these differences that agreement 
could not be reached on a proper 
reference to God as the source of 
man’s rights.) For this reason it is 
remarkable that the Declaration 
refers to the “inherent dignity” 
and “inalienable rights” of man 
as these words necessarily imply 
a Superior Being. And there was 
no intention on the part of the 
United Nations to indicate that 
the rights enumerated in this 
document are conferred on man by 
the U.N. or the States. This was 
particularly emphasized each time 
the Soviet proposal to limit the 
exercise of the rights “in accor- 
dance with the law” was defeated. 
The Declaration is a recognition 
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to fill it he has been granted cer- 
tain powers, in the term of rights. 


The concern of the United 
Nations for the rights and free- 
dom of man resulted from the 
realization that true peace can be 
attained and maintained only if 
they are respected and protected. 
Consequently, the Charter men- 
tions “human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms” at least seven 
times and states that one of the 
aims of the U.N. is to “achieve 
international cooperation, in 
promoting and encouraging re- 
spect for human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms” The Declara- 
tion is one step toward fulfilling 
this aim. It is a spelling out of 
what these human rights and fun- 
damental freedoms are as a “com- 
mon standard of achievement for 
all peoples and all nations.” The 
next steps are in preparation—a 
covenant, including personal 
rights which will be legally bind- 
ing on those nations ratifying it, 
and measures of implementation. 


The Declaration is not and does 
not purport to be a statement of 
legal..obligation. It is merely a 
guide, but with moral force which 
cannot but have a good effect. It 
is hoped that national laws which 
fall short of protecting the rights 
of man be brought into conformity 
with the principles of the Declara- 
tion. This will not be a speedy 
process World opinion and moral 
suasion will be the only force that 
can be brought to bear in the im- 
plementation of the Declaration. 


The intention of the U.N. was 
that this Declaration might be- 
come the Magna Charta for all 
peoples the world over. It is true 
that many men do not know or 
refuse to believe that they have 
natural, inherent rights but look 
to the governments of the world 
to give them their rights. Now 
they have a statement from an 
overwhelming number of these 
governments admitting that it is 
not the State which grants us our 
rights. 


The Declaration should be the 
most widely distributed public doc- 
ument of our times. It is written 
in simple language so that it can 
be easily understood. The chal- 
lenge which it presents to individ- 
uals, private organizations and 
nations is indicative of the criti- 
cal times in which we live. It is 
for those who believe to practice

Priest Heads German 
Catholic Press Office 


Frankfurt — (NC) —The Rev. 
Johannes Dahl, former moderator 
of the German Kolping Societies, 
has been appointed director of the 
national press office of the Ger- 
man Hierarchy in Cologne, which 
was recently established upon de- 
cision of the Fulda conference of 
German Bishops. 


The new office is to coordinate 
publicity emanating from the var- 
ious German dioceses and will also 
maintain close contact with N.C. 
Wa.C. News Service in Washington, 
which will be distributed to the 
German Catholic press through the 
good offices of the two news agen- 
cies, CND (Christlicher Nachrich- 
ten-Dienst) in Munich, and IND 
(Kirchlicher Nachrichten-Dienst) 
in Koblenz and Cologne. 

The N.C.W.C. News Service was 
informed that Minister Sik had 
been identified with the communist 
cause in Hungary for some time 
before he came to this country in 
a diplomatic capacity. 

He came here about two years 
ago as an attache at the Hungarian 
Legation, shortly after diplomatic 
relations were resumed between 
the United States and Hungary at 
the close of World War II. He 
later was promoted to the post of 
-ounselor at the Legation and last 
July was promoted to Hungary’s 
top diplomatic post in this country.

It Is The Soviet, The Aggressive 
Anti-God Way 


UCH a program has been operative in most 

countries behind the Iron Curtain, and it is 
in perfect keeping with the policy advocated 
for Mexico, Central America, and for all of 
South America by the Communist Party, namely, 
that of eliciting support from Protestant organi- 
zations by representing that Communism is anti- 
Catholic only. As a matter of fact, Communism 
has no more love for Protestantism than it has 
for Catholicism, because it is admittedly anti- 
Christian and even atheistic. But realizing how 
hostile to the Catholic Church are many Protes- 
tant churchmen, it solicits their support, even to 
the extent of inviting them to become guests of 
Stalin and Tito, and, under government guides, 
to show them unopposed sectarian public wor- 
ship. 


Communist Party leaders in Latin America 
have advocated the same policy. They have ac- 
tually invited representatives of the various 
sects in the United States to come into Mexico, 
for instance, for the purpose, as they express 
it, of “confusing the people,” believing that the 
best way to destroy Mexico’s faith is to divide 
the people. 


Communists know that the Latin mind is 
more logical than that of the Anglo-Saxon or 
German; that it resists the idea that the Founder 
of the Christian religion could support conflict- 
ing teaching and still be God.

A Speaker At Many Diocesan And 
National Catholic Conventions 


Throughout the long career of Bishop Noll as priest, 
editor and bishop, he has been called upon on numerous occa- 
sions to speak before diocesan and national conventions. For 
several years he was Episcopal Chairman of Lay Organiza- 
tions of the National Catholic Welfare Conference and played 
a prominent part in the development of the National Council 
of Catholic Men and the National Council of Catholic Women. 


An address on “The Role of Women in Catholic Action” 
which the Bishop delivered at a national convention of the 
NCCW a few years ago is still timely and we believe our 
readers will be interested in reading it in full. It follows: 


(Address before a National Convention of the N.C:C.W.) 


When St. Paul wrote: “the just man lives by faith’ 
(Rom. I, 17), he meant that no follower of Christ is holy or 
righteous who does not regulate all his conduct, private and 
public, by the things he believes. 


The greatest heresy of our day is that occult heresy 
according to which one’s faith is for private practice only 
and that the priest alone is expected to be an exponent, de- 
fender and propagator of the faith. 


We wonder what St. Paul meant by the “priesthood of 
the laity,” 
according to a divine mandate, could possibly be preached “to 
every creature’ if the preaching were confined to the Catho- 
lic pulpit when only Catholics are present to hear it. It can 
reach the non-Catholic only through those personal. contacts 
which Catholic men and women have daily with their friends 
their neighbors, their fellow-workmen. 


One hundred million people live in our cities, and in the 
fifty largest cities of our nation Catholics constitute an aver- 
age of 32% of the total population. They, therefore, have an 
unusual opportunity to show the other two-thirds how to live 
by their good example, by exercising the corporal works of 
mercy, and by acquainting them with the character and mis- 
sion of the Apostolic Church, particularly by placing in their 
hands pamphlets or books of instruction. 


Only a little over a year ago Pope Pius XII reminded 
Catholic women that their religion must not be confined.to 
private practice or even to the home, but that it must be 
carried into the community, where, by individual and joint 
action, it should aim at improving its gocial and moral life. 

The next March the same Pope reminded Catholic lay 


men and lay women that. they must occupy “the front line 
of the Chureh’ s nie seven days a week.”

It is because the Catholic laity in nearly every country 
have so long neglected to give of, their time, their talents, 
their energy, to defend and promote their faith and the moral 
law which it supports, that enemies of God have secured 
control of the nation’s political life, of the press, of educa- 
‘tion which, of course, are far more powerful agencies of bad 


 instraction and propaganda than is the pulpit of the good. 


While the war was waging over the entire world, Dor- 
othy Thompson observed in her column that the war had its 
origin in Christendom in the West, and that it was in con- 
tradiction to the faith of its inhabitants. She observed that 
the Catholic Church alone supports world-wide ‘political 
action against Communism, but that her followers do not 
make it their concern. But she honestly believes, according 
to her own words, that “given a living faith and integral 
ethos” even faulty measufes would save us. That living 
faith, she observes, cannot be confinéd to Cathedrals. Be- 
sides being religious it must be economic, political, social. 


We often call attention to the rapid spread of the 
Church after Pentecost, but the gospel of Kar] Marx, within 
a century, penetrated the entire world, chiefly because every 
Communist was and is an enthusiast, a fearless and zealous

There- 
fore most of the children are forced 
to attend public schools, and in 
most countries, as you will have 
noted, religious instruction is not 
imparted,

printed here a column by Jack Clowser from the Cleveland Press 
in which Jack said that, after seeing Michigan and Notre Dame play 
several times during the 1948 season, he believed Notre Dame to have 
been the better team.

Read Slowly 


A humorous feature of the reprinting of that Clowser article, 
so far as I was personally concerned, revealed what any news- 
paperman of long experience knows—that many people frequent- 
ly “read too fast,” as the saying goes. You may recall that 
Clowser wrote that he had never attended Notre Dame and never 
had any relatives who did. He added that he was “nominally a 
Methodist,” in order to disabuse any of his readers’ minds that 
his selection of Notre Dame over Michigan was due to re us 
belief. Those remarks were, of course, direct quotes from Clow- 
ser, not from me, but three ladies “read too fast” and thought the 
remarks were mine, so I heard from them. They expressed sur- 
prise (a) that I had never attended Notre Dame and (b) that I 
was “nominally a Methodist.” They said they thought that I 
was a Notre Dame alumnus and that I “most surely” was a Cath- 
olic. One lady, in fact; seemed somewhat angered and disappoint- 
ed to learn that one of “Our Sunday Visitor’s” columnists was a 
“Protestant.” I’m not; I’m a Catholic. 

Well, those of you who thought I had never attended Notre Dame 
were correct. I never did. In fact, I only attended high school until 
such time as my teachers discovered that my quest of higher educa- 
tion was a hopeless one, and that we’d both be better off if I'd leave. I 
agreed enthusiastically. That’s when I went to work on a newspaper 
in my old home town of Peru, Ind., referring to myself as the “sports 
editor.” 


Cadging Ever Since 


As a matter of fact, I was actually the office boy at $5 a week, but 
since nobody else on the paper cared anything about covering the 
town’s amateur and semipro ball games, high school sports, and so on, 
I had no opposition in my desire to become a sports writer. 


Meanwhile, I had made my first visit to Notre Dame, in the 
fall of 1909, and saw a Notre Dame football game for the first 
time. It was with Wabash College of Crawfordsville, Ind., and 
Notre Dame won by something like 35-0. I also made a remark- 
able discovery about Notre Dame on that visit. I had gone there 
at the invitation of two boys from my home town of Peru who 
were then students there, and found out that anyone visiting stu- 
dents then was put up on the campus and given three meals a day 
—all for free! You can see that I had more reasons than one for 
becoming a regular visitor on the Notre Dame campus, in or out 
of football season. I don’t know whether I was responsible or 
not, but later on the university authorities changed all that. You 
could come and visit the students if you liked, but you'd have to 
take care of your own board and- room, By that time, I had made 
friends in South Bend where I could cadge lodging and be a free 
boarder, so my enthusiasm for Notre Dame never dwindled. How- 
ever, since I’ve been hanging around the joint for nigh onto 40 
years, it’s only reasonable that I'd be mistaken by some for cam- 
pus scenery, but Pil have to exonerate Notre Dame of any blame 
for what I laughingly call my education. Notre Dame might 
have some sins to answer for, but I’m not one of them. 


The Bergmans 


Incidentally, those two Peru boys who caused me to make my 
first visit to Notre Dame nearly 40.years ago were John O’Hara and 
Dutch Bergman. Many of you now know the former as the Most Rev. 
John F O’Hara, C.S.C., Bishop of Buffalo and a former president of 
Notre Dame, while the latter is still Notre Dame’s greatest all-around 
athlete, any time. He won more monograms than any other athlete 
in the history of the university, and is the oldest of three brothers 
to gain athletic fame at Notre Dame. The other two are Arthur J. 
and Joseph R. Bergman, now business men in Washington, D. C., and 
San Bernardino, Calif., respectively. Al] three were known as “Dutch” 
to their own generation of students. The oldest, who has been dis- 
abled for nearly 25 years with tuberculosis, was graduated in 1915; 
Art was a mémber of the class of 1920 after a two-year delay caused 
by service in the army air force in World War I, and Joe was gradu- 
ated in 1924, 


The Bergman brothers, between them, won more monograms at 
Notre Dame than did even the celebrated Crowe brothers, although 
there were twice as many of the latter. However, the Bergmans spread 
their activities over all the major sports, whereas the Crowes, with 
the exception of Clem and Emmett, confined their major sports ac- 
tivities to basketball. Clem Crowe captained the 1925 football team, 
while more than 10 years later Emmett Crowe won a football mono-

_ Notre Dame, Ind.—“No imperial- 
istic Great Power has ever abused 
her advantageous power position 
towards small states in such an 
arbitrary way as Soviet Russa has 
done’since she ‘liberated’ the Danu- 
bian powers,” according to Dr. 
Stephen Kertesz, former Hungar- 
lan ambassador to Italy, 

_ Dr. Kertesz makes this observa- 
tion in the January issue of the 
“Review of Politics,” political sci- 
ence quarterly published this week 
at the University of Notre Dame. 
He points out that “ ‘liberation’ 
meant economic enslavement to a 
foreign power, gradual abolition of 
individual freedom, the installation 
of a police state system and in gen- 
eral the systematic annihilation of 
the cultural values of Western 
civilization. 

In his article, entitled “The 
Plight of Satellite Diplomacy,” Dr, 
Kertesz tells the story of Hungary 
since the end of World War I, pre-

He laments the presentation of Our Lord 
as a soft, almost feminine type, rather than as the real man 
the Gospels show Him to have been. He feels this is a dis- 
tinct handicap in the business of

The trouble is that photography 
came too late. The nearest thing 
to a real portrait that we possess 
is the Holy Shroud of Turin. Sci- 
emee supports the claim of Tradi- 
tional authenticity for th's preci- 
ous relic. But it is not a finished 
painting, but a somewhat shadowy 
sketch. True, one cannot fit into 
its outlines anything but the pro- 
portions of a man strong in figure 
and feature. No other likeness 
comes to us with any claim of ac- 
tual resemblance to the Savior. 


Even the earliest artists had 


perforce to draw on their imagina- 
tions. And artists are highly in- 
dividualistic. Often too their con- 
cept of physical beauty favored the 
distaff side and found expression 
in a more or less effete rendering 
of the Perfect Man. But there 
were many whose work favored a 
virile idea of Jesus. This, I think, 
has been true of every age, with 
allowance for the influence of pass- 
ing modes in painting and racial 
influence. In the beginning, God 
made man in His image and like- 
ness; since then men have ever 
had a tendency to make Him in 
theirs. This is merely the result 
of beauty being in the eye of the 
beholder, man’s dependence on the 
senses for forming concrete con- 
cepts, and the tendency to include 
oneself in everything one does or 
says. When the artist is an athe- 
lete, we can look for an athletic 
Christ. If the artist is effete, we 
can expect an effete One. 

Yet there is no doubt that many 
of the portrayals of Jesus lack 


force and conviction. And this, in

ment in either theology or art.

effectively aid the appeal for a/'| 


Christianity based on the over-all 
teaching of Christ. It is this effect 
of strong visual appeal that Mr. 
Devoe feels is wanting. 


The Church has always granted 
artists full freedom in the por- 
trayal of religious persons, sub- 
jects, scenes. Her only concern 
has been that they be reverent and 
in keeping with religious Truth. 
The shepherd Christ of the Cate- 
combs and the risen Savior of the 
Renaissance could be beardless. 
Even the grotesque was admissable 
for good and _ artistic reasons. 
There has never been an Index ex- 
purgatorious for statues and pic- 
tures. 


Standard Depends 
On The Artist 


So the standard for likenesses of 
the Lord would seem to depend on 
the artist that produces and the 
public that chooses them. Taste 
goes up or down with the rest of 
civilization. In an age of produc- 
tion lines, it might be too much 
to expect that religious pictures 
will be an exception. And the 
period of art and 
which we’ are gradually emerg- 
ing was not one to produce the 
forceful presentation of religious 
art. Many of the Christian groups 
have favored a high sentimentality 
in religion. The Old Church has 
often had to restrain too much 


tendency in this direction among 
her own children. 


While the Church declares no 
official picture of her Founder, she 
does express her concept of Christ 


in other ways. In the approved 
musical setting for the Passion in 
Holy Week, it is the bass voice that 
has the part of the Christus. 
Though vernacular hymns and de- 
votional prayerbooks are often 
loaded with sentimentality, the 
Church’s official prayer and music 
are entirely virile. The latitude she 


‘allows in ornamentation of vest- 
‘ments and altar furnishings has 


been much abused in the past but 
is yielding to the influence of bet- 
ter liturgical taste in our times. 
So too with the selection of statues 
and pictures for religious use, 
from church furnishings to holy 
cards; better artistic taste dictates 
more careful selection. In time, 


‘this will have its effect upon Cath- 


olics and other Christians, train- 
ing their sense of what constitutes 


God made Man. And artists who 
want to eat and manufacturers of 
commercial art who want to pay 
dividends will take good care to 
make their offerings marketable. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Devoe and the 
many who agree with him. can 
write and work to hasten the 
day when the visual presentation 
of the Savior will match the match- 
less word picture of Him that 
comes to us, unretouched, in the 
Gospels.

Points for Confidential Agents of the Communist

issued only with the permission and approval 
of the government. 

“(3). Sermons and all other statements of 
the clergy shall be subject to control: likewise 
the statements of Catholic lay leaders. 

“(4) The Czechoslovak Church and the 
Lutheran Church shall be raised to the status 
of nationa! churches. The property of the Cath- 
olic Church shall be confiscated and according 
to need bestowed upon the national churches.

Organization 


The inaugurating of the city 
CYO idea in Fort Wayne was not 
easy. For the CYO in the past had 
always been in parish units, Due 
to the war these parish units 
gradually developed into high 
school organizations. Many young 
persons returning from the armed 
forces came back to a group with 
whom they had nothing in com- 
mon because of their ages. So 
they found themselves without an 
organization of their own. 

This brought them to realize 
that if they were to continue in 
their Catholic companionship they 
would have to organize a group 
separate from these high school 
units. 

Thus came the idea of a new 


approach to the problem, that is 
a city-wide CYO idea, since the 
parish groups almost automatically 
eliminated any interest of the old- 
er group. With this purpose in 
mind a meeting was called at 
which ten members were present. 
Gradually ‘ these ten interested 
others until their membership be- 
gan to flourish. 

In May 1946 the organization 
was given the approval of their 
Bishop to function officially as the 
Fort Wayne Senior CYO. Space 
was made available by the Cath- 
edral pastors, in the school build-. 
ing for their offices and alice. |

Recently through the consent of | 


the pastor and the: generosity of 
the Bishop, St. Mary’s school’ 
building was made available for 
their activities. 

It is the fond hope of the group 
that it will become the center of 
all Senior CYO activity in Fort 
Wayne. The auditorium will be 
decorated with this view in mind. 

Because the tastes and person- 
alities differ in each person, it was 
mecessary to find a way to draw 
up a program that would reach 
the greatest number of people in 
this Senior age group. The CYO 
therefore has succeeded in giving 
a well balanced program suited to 
Catholic lay persons. 

This problem was solved by es- 
tablishing a board of planners con- 
sisting of members themselves 
whose duty it was to draw up a 
program of their own ideas. Sup- 
plementing this board, a board of 
governors was formed to execute 
this program. These board meet- 


ings were thrown open to all mem- 
rs.
